INTRODUCTORY  REMARKS. 

Onetractof  country,  which  has  been  appropriated  and 
surveyed  for  the  Bounty  Lands  of  soldiers,  who  served 
in  the  late  war  between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain,  is  situated  between  the  rivers  Mississippi  and 
Illinois ;  extending  from  their  junction,  by  a  meridian 
line,  northwardly,  precisely  169  miles ;  presenting  an  ir- 
regular curvilinear  triangle,  whose  acute  angle  is  at  the 
confluence  of  the  two  rivers.  The  southern  extremity 
forms  a  point :  the  northern  is  spread  out  to  an  extent  of 
90  miles  wide.  Half  way  between  the  extremes,  the 
width  is  54  miles.  The  base  line,  which  is  79  miles  above 
the  junction  of  the  Illinois  with  the  Mississippi,  is  51 
miles  long.  The  whole  area  surveyed  contains  5,360,000 
acres,  of  which  no  more  than  3,500,000  have  been  ajipro- 
priated  for  Bounty  Lands  :  the  residue  consists  partly 
of  fractional  sections,  bordering  on  the  great  rivers,  and 
partly  of  lands  that  were  returned  by  the  public  survey- 
ors as  unfit  for  cultivation. 

The  Mississippi  on  the  northwest,  for  about  255  miles, 
and  the  Illinois,  for  nearly  the  same  distance  on  the 
northeast,  form  boundaries  to  the  military  Bounty  Lands 
in  the  state  of  Illinois ;  which  occupy  a  northern  latitude 
between  39°  6'  and  41°  40'  Thus  do  these  great  rivers, 
in  tlieir  diverging  course,  with  Rock  trver  on  the  north.

ItiapreaaoMd  the  lUinuitimay  beasrendnl  by  loaded 
boats  with  more  farilitr  than  tliat  of  anv  other  river  of 
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'iisiilerable  length  in  the  United  States.  The  current 
is  gentle,  not  much  exceeding  two  miles  an  hour;  and 
Ihe  surface  is  smooth,  and  destitute  of  rapids,  rocks,  saw- 
yers, snags,  and  sand  bars.  The  water  is  deep  and  re- 
markably clear,  but  not  pleasant  to  the  taste.  The 
mean  width  is  about  400  yards.  At  a  distance  of  210 
miles  from  its  mouth,  the  river  expands  into  what  is 
called  lake  Peoria,  from  one  to  tiiree  miles  in  width,  and 
20  miles  long;  the  margin  of  which  exhibits  a  beautiful 
scenery.  The  lake  is  deep  and  generally  transparent; 
abounding  in  good  fish. 

The  mean  width  of  the  Mississippi,  where  it  borders 
tlie  Bounty  Lands,  is  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile. 
Above  the  mouth  of  the  Missouri,  the  Mississippi  is  much 
less  turbid  and  rough  than  below.  It  is,  however,  more 
diflicultto  ascend  than  the  Illinois.  The  river  contain- 
ing many  islands  and  sand  bars  above  the  Illinois,  the 
main  channel  is  not  easily  distinguishable,  by  a  stranger. 

There  arc  no  heights  of  land  in  this  region,  which  can 
properly  assume  the  denomination  of  mountains.  The 
blulls  bordering  on  each  of  the  great  rivers,  above  their 
junction,  are  not  so  elevated  as  below.  These  bluffs  form 
a  prominent  border  on  each  river,  which  extends  from 
Ihoir  junction  more  than  100  miles;  in  some  parts  press- 
ing on  the  river,  in  others  receding  by  the  intervention  of 
a  spacious  margin  of  bottom  land  ;  here  contracting  to  a 
width  of  two  miles,  and  there  expanding  ijito  projections 
that  occupy  a  width  of  six  or  eight  miles ;  and  some 
times  near  the  southern  extremity,  the  whole  spare  from 
river  to  river.  On  these  blufis,  which  are  in  some  parts 
depressed  into  level  or  hollow  spaces,  that  consist  of 
good  lands,  the  soil  is  commonly  thin.

There  are, 
howevfr,  ^r\enil  town»hi|Mi  of  first  rate  praira,  covered 
With  crao^and  plants  produringa  nnmerous  varielj  of 
ao»rr«  of  •vrrr  hue,  whiih  blonsom  and  decay,  in  sue- 
ce»»ion.  from  -prinn  <"  tJ»e  winter  months  ;  while  ararcvlj 
a  tm-  ran  be  cIim  uvrrwl  within  n  space  far  as  tlie  eve 
c»n  reach.     Aootlicr  »pecie»  of  priara  is  flat,  wet,  cold. 
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and  fieavy,  the  soil  often  thin  and  unproductive. ;  Of  the 
latter  are  tracts  of  considerable  extent  in  various  parts  of 
the  Bounty  Lands.  Another  species  of  prairas  may  more 
properly  be  denominated  barrens :  the  surface  very  roll- 
'ing,  and  often  much  broken  by  what  are  denominated 
sink  holes  ;  the  timber  scattering  and  of  stinted  grovvtli, 
commonly  small  oak.  and  hickory  ;  the  wild  grass  short — 
the  soil,  however,  producti\e  of  wheat,  clover,  timothy 
and  fruit  trees. 

Of  the  Bounty  Lands,  as  well  as  of  the  other  parts  of 
the  state  of  Illinois,  it  is  remarkable,  that  timber  trees 
and  good  water  are  less  abundant,  in  many  parts  than 
the  necessities  of  agriculture  require.  Prairies  are  fre- 
quently of  so  moderate  an  extent  that  they  occupy  a 
space  not  larger  than  a  good  farmer  would  want  cleared 
oft" for  improvements:  but  many  tracts  are  found,  exhi- 
biting an  open  expanse,  to  a  vast  extent,  destitute  of  tim- 
ber, exp^pt  on  streams  and  water  courses,  which  it  is  ob- 
servable are  uniformly  lined  with  skirts  of  a  good  timber 
growth.  It  has  been  a  subject  of  much  enquiry,  how  an 
occupant  will  find  a  substitute  for  wood  and  timber,  on 
the  open  prairas.  By  those  who  have  attempted  the  ex- 
periment, we  have  been  credibly  informed,  that  black 
locust,  vliich  is  of  tlie  first  quality  for  fire-wood  or 
timber,  when  planted  on  the  prairas,  grows  with  aston- 
ishing rapidity.  Should  this  information  be  correct,  of 
which  we  have  no  reasonable  doubt,  it  would  seem  that 
one  grand  objection  to  open  prairas,  for  farms,  will  be 
removed. 

Of  the  inundated  tracts  in  the  Bounty  Lands,  as  in 
most  other  parts  of  the  west,  it  has  been  remarked  that 
they  are  commonly  thickly  timbered.  Among  other 
kinds  that  grow  on  such  lands,  are  to  be  found  sycamore, 
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po|»)ar,  rntton  wood.  Iioiipj  locust,  «-aiiiut,  lii<korT,  ai>l', 
rim,  and  f^rape  vine*.

nor  are  thejgrnerallj  im>  well  flavoured  and  nntricious 
There  are,  however,  several  i»pecli««»  of  (!iem,  which  arc 
good  and  {lalatable.  The  IllinoiH  in  conftidered  more 
prolific  in  fi»h.  than  any  other  stream,  which  pay»  tribute 
to  the  MiMiaaippi.  Thi*  probably  m  the  efTort  of  the  * 
•Qperior  trannparenry  of  the  water,  which  flows  down 
that  nrer.  caused  by  the  p>ntleneBa  of  its  current,  and 
ita  etemption  frt»m  rajiiiin  and  precipitoua  declivities, 
which  to  other  atreamn  wearawaj  the  aoil  on  the  bank«. 
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and  so  suspend  tlie  attenuated  atoms  in  the  water,  as  to 
render  them  turbid.  The  following,  though  not  a  full 
catalogue,  contains  most  of  the  names,  after  the  manner 
of  the  country,  of  all  such  fish  as  are  most  worthy  of  note, 
viz :  catfish,  perch,  pike,  bass,  buffalo,  suckers,  stur- 
geon, hickory  shad,  flat  fish,  salmon  (of  a  different  species 
from  the  fish  of  that  name  in  the  waters  of  the  Atlantic,) 
eels,  bill  fish,  black  fish,  gars,  rock  fish,  sun  fish,  mullet 
and  herrings.  The  cat  is  esteemed  among  the  most 
valuable,  and  is  the  most  remarkable  for  its  size,  weigh- 
ing from  20  to  170  pounds. 
The  surface  of  the  ground  is  remarkably  free  from  stones, 
except  on  the  banks  of  rivers  and  water  courses,  and  a  few 
en  the  hills.  But  such  as  have  been  found,  are  chiefly 
lime.  The  subterraneous  regions  have  been  so  imperfectly 
explored,  that  much  cannot  be  known  of  their  contents  ; 
but  without  excavations  or  particwlar  researclies,  appear- 
ances on  the  surface  in  various  places,  indicate  an  abun- 
dance of  salt,  coal  and  iron  ore,  and  some  silver  and  lead. 

'  The  agricultural  productions  are  not  unlike  those  in 
<>ther  parts  of  tiie  state,  or  in  Ohio  and  Indiana.  The 
soil  appears  well  adapted  to  corn,  wheat,  the  other  small 
grains,  tobacco,  and  most  of  the  various  kinds  of  fruit, 
trhich  grow  in  the  United  States.  From  experiments, 
which  have  been  made  in  climates  and  on  soils  similar 
to  the  southern  parts  of  the  Bounty  Lands  in  Illinois, 
it  is  presumed,  that  cotton  and  upland  rice  miglit  be 

^'cultivated  there  with  success.  Of  the  protluction  of  silk 
in  abundance,  the  mulberry  tree  being  indigenous,  there 
can  be  no  doubt,  if  the  state  of  society  and  the  progress 
of  the  arts  would  wairant  the  undertaking. 

Cattle,  horses  and  swine  can  be  raised  here  with  little 
trouble  and  expense.    The  mildness  of  the  climate,  anU 
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the  wi!«I  prvinUthavc  not  unfrcqucntlr  rclievwl  (lie  own- 
er* c»f  hur»^4  and  catllr  frttn)  all  raro  and  expoube  of 
ferUiug  tUtiu  thruugli  tJie  rear.  But  wlien  ft**!  and  at- 
tended to  in  the  be«t  manner  of  pro\idri)t  fanners  the 
CSpenM*  i»  mure  than  tmc  lialf  leiw  than  Uiat  of  keeping 
them  through  the  winter  in  tlie  eastern  states.  'Die 
Khortne>«<t  ami  nunleratiun  of  the  winter  seasons,  nml  the 
abund  int  funi^e  that  may  be  ^therol,  from  the  vUd  prai- 
rsa.  render  the  raininK  of  fttock  cheap  and  easj.

The  Rountv  I>audii,  in  a  ranjje  fmm  south  to  north, 
Citending  nvrr  nlxiut  two  and  a  half  de^reeit  of  latitude, 
tlie  nirtliutn  of  which  exceeds  40*  north,  affords  a  climate 
not  unr«m|;enial  to  the  ^on^Mtution  of  nu'O  from  the 
northern  hfates.  It  i^a  fart,  which,  however,  ouj^ht  not 
tulx*  diH);(iise«l,  that  a  laq^  portion  of  the  mar|;in  of  the 
Illinois  Mi«5is»ippi  and  some  other  western  streams, 
muv  be  reckoned  Bmnn;(  the  situationM  most  unfavoraUc 
f<»r  health.

that  roramcnrcs  putrefaction  and  continues,  but  does  not 
•lop  it*  progrm  by  tliat  degree  wluch  will  dimipate  th« 
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xnoisture,  whereby  it  is  exhaled  and  suspended  in  the 
form  of  vapor,  consisting  of  pestilential  particles,  engen- 
ders malignant  fevers,  which  have  proved  so  destruc- 
tive to  recent  settlers.  We  could  not  refrain  from  of- 
fering to  those  who  would  become  residents  in  the  woods 
of  the  west,  this  salutary  hint;  that  they  mi^.t  beware 
of  fixing  their  habitations  on,  or  near  stagnant  waters,  or 
low,  rich,  alluvial  grounds,  thickly  shaded  by  forest  trees. 
Habitations  should  be  remote  from  such  places  if  possi- 
ble, on  elevated  spots,  near  the  centre  of  a  large,  open 
space,  where  air  and  water  could  be  enjoyed  in  their  na- 
tive purity. 

liands  of  this  description,  which  in  a  state  of  nature, 
proved  most  injurious  to  health;  when  they  were  drained, 
cr  completely  opened  to  the  sun,  by  removing  the  first 
growth  of  trees  and  rank  vegetables,  have  often  became 
salubrious  places  of  habitation.  But  of  this  quality,  there 
is  a  small  part  only  of  the  whole  tract,  which  is  the  sub- 
ject of  the  present  volume.  Most  of  the  residue  will 
furnish  situations  as  salutary  to  health,  as  any  part  of  the 
western  country. 

Here  the  winters  exhibit  a  temperature  of  climate 
much  milder  than  that  of  the  northern  Atlantic  states. — 
Snow  rarely  falls  to  the  depth  of  six  inches  and  as  rarely 
vemains  more  than  ten  or  twelve  days.  Tiiere  are,  how- 
ever, occasionally,  short  periods  of  weather  severely  cold ; 
but  they  seldom  continue  longer  than  three  or  four  days 
at  a  time.  Tiie  changes  in  the  temperature  of  the  air, 
altiiough  they  do  not  frequently  occur,  are  great  and  sud- 
den. What  may  be  considered  the  winter  weather,  com- 
monly prevails  from  ten  to  twelve  weeks ;  during  more 
than  half  of  which  period  the  ground  is  free  from  frost.— 
The  summers  are  long,  and  the  heat  remaikably  uni-

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The  Illinois,  a  straight,  deep  channel,  with  a  smooth 
siu-nice  and  j^entle  current,  presents  a  most  convenient 
route,  for  all  kinds  of  water  craft,  between  the  western 
lakes,  and  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  valleys.  Lake  fish, 
salt,  plaster  of  Paris,  goods  manufactured  in  the  northern 
states,  and  foreign  articles  of  necessity,  that  find  their 
way  into  the  lake  waters,  through  the  grand  canal,  will 
be  transported  from  lake  Michigan  on  the  Illinois,  and 
bartered  for  flour,  pork,  ham,  whiskey,  tobacco — perhaps 
wines,  the  produce  of  the  Bounty  Lands  ;  and  hides,  cot- 
ton, sugar,  and  rice,  the  produce  of  the  Mississippi  coun- 
try, towards  the  Mexican  Gulf.  From  Rock  river,  pine 
timber  and  boards,  lake  fish,  furs  and  lead,  with  which 
'that  river  abounds,  will  be  exchanged  by  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Bounty  Lands,  on  the  Mississippi  side,  for  such  ar- 
ticles as  constitute  the  produce  of  the  latter. 

The  cold,  steril  regions  of  his  Britannic  Majesty,  con- 
stituting that  prodigious  extent  of  country,  stretching 
from  the  north-western  borders  of  lake  Superior  to  th#" 
Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  will  eventually  open  an  immense 
market  for  the  surplus  produce  of  the  fertile  country, 
which  is  spread  out  in  and  around  the  Illinois  valley  j 
embracing  the  Bounty  Lands  and  million^  of  acres  to  the 
east  and  north  of  that  tract.     We  deem  it  not  romantic, 
nor  visionary  to  predict,  that  the  man  M'ho  shall  live  to 
see  twenty  years  to  come,  may  anticipate  with  confidence 
the  voyages  of  steam  boats  from  the  Gulfof  Mexico,  tra- 
versing the  Mississippi,  the  Illinois,  over  the  space  which 
is  now  a  portage,  tlirough  lakes  Michigan,  Huron,  Saint 
Clair,  and  Erie,  to  the  falls  of  Niagara,  a  distance  of  2660 
miles.^    What  a  prospect  of  commercial  advancement ! —

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(Hent  he  has  been  enabled  to  comprehenil  in  fewer  wordd, 
the  expression  of  the  character  peculiar  to  each  town- 
ship, half  or  (jiiarter  section. 

According  to  the  map  of  tlie  public  survey,  the  Bounty 
liands  are  formed,  by  ihe  Base  and  Meridian  linen,  mio 
three  great  divisions.  The  description,  in  the  following 
pages,  commences  at  the  most  southern  point  of  that  di- 
vision which  lies  south  of  the  Base  line  and  west  of  the 
meridian  :  next  follows  the  northwestern  division,  lying 
north  of  the  base  line  and  west  of  the  meridian  :  and 
lastly,  is  described  the  northeastern  division,  lying  north 
oi  the  base  line  and  east  of  the  meridian. 

Of  the  position  of  the  several  Sections,  with  regard  to 
the  Base  and  Meridian  lines,  that  of  the  former  is  speci- 
fied on  the  top  of  the  left  hand  page,  and  that  of  the  lat- 
ter, on  the  right  hand.  The  number  of  the  townships  is 
placed  over  the  description  of  the  first  which  occurs  in 
the  series  of  townships  from  east  to  west,  but  is  omitted 
over  each  of  the  succeeding,  which  bears  the  same  num- 
ber. The  number  of  the  Range,  running  north  and  south, 
parallel  to  the  meridian,  is  incorporated  with  the  descrip- 
tion of  each  township.  The  numbers  of  the  several  sec- 
tions are  designated  by  numerical  figures  ;  and  are  ge- 
nerally, if  not  always,  preceded  by  the  abbreviation '  sec' 
for  section. 

The  foregoing  arrangement  has  been  adopted  for  the 
convenience  of  brevity,  and  toavoid  needless  repetitions. 
It  is  the  most  simple  we  could  devise,  and  is  believed  to 
be  intelligible  to  every  man  of  common  sense  who  can 
read.

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INTRODUCTORY  REMARKS. 

The  airtlior  has  for  mwe  than  twenty-eight  years,  tra- 
versed, by  the  principal  routes  and  roads,  over  almost 
every  section  of  the  United  States,  and  the  soutiiern 
parts  of  the  two  Caoadas,  bordering  on  the  extensive 
range  of  the  great  lakes,  and  constantly  kept  an  itiner- 
ary, wherein  he  has  noted  from  day  to  da}',  tlie  routes 
and  distances  from  place  to  place,  by  land  and  water ; 
correcting  his  own  estimates  by  that  of  other  experienced, 
intelligent  men,  such  as  hunters,  Indian  agents,  mer- 
chants, travellers  and  officers  of  the  army,  as  well  as 
by  the  routes  and  roads  delineated  on  maps,  and  publish- 
ed in  newspapers,  almanacs,  pamphlets,  voyages,  itiner- 
aries, statistical  or  geographical  sketches.  Indeed  he  iias 
resorted  to  every  expedient,  that  could  enlarge  or  correct 
his  information  on  the  subject,  except  actual  survej-and 
ad  measurement.*^!!^ 

Having  at  length  matured  his  sy»*«fn.  by  arranging 
and  grouping  his  routes  into  wliat  he  deemed  the  most 
iiatural  and  geographical  order,  he  lias  ventured  to  pre- 
sent to  the  public  the  result  of  his  labors,  conlaiiiitig  a 
description  of  two  hundred  and  sixty  i-outes  and  roads ; 
some  by  land,  some  by  water,  and  othere  by  land  and 
water,  among  which  are  included  several  new  and  ex- 
tensive routes  never  befoi-e  published.  The  greater  part 
of  all  these  routes  the  author  has  hims^elf  actually  travel- 
led over,  noting  down,  as  he  passed,  the  distance  from 
place  to  place. 

In  this  department  of  science,  it  is  impossible  in  a  new 
country  (where  actual  surveys  of  courses  and  distances 
have  not  been  had)  to  attain  to  pi-ecise  accuracy :  and 
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th^  authm-,  nltlioui^  he  flatters  himMlf  that  he  haa  em- 
brarrd  iiiuri'  new  routes,  and  noted  Uie  dihtanrc*  of  uid 
ones  \»iih  more  correctness  tlian  any  man,  who  ha»  at- 
tempted a  publication,  if»  f>eiiKiblc  that  in  i»o  inultifariou^ 
and  cdmpiicatfd  a  buHineHit,  where  etact  iniorniatitin 
is  unuttainuble,  the  diotances  between  places,  in  sevt-ral 
remote  and  U'*%  frequented  portiona  of  the  ruuntry,  have 
not  be<«n  e^tiinatod  with  tiie  stritlest  acciirarv.  Here, 
and  in  all  other  matter*  pertainin;;  to  th«'  Hubject,  lis  his 
endeavors  and  most  arduous  and  persevering  labors  have 
Ih  •   upd.fmm  a  candid  and  enlig:<iten<  '  ,  lie 

v<'  'I  tlip  indul^*ncc  and  the  notice  oi  ;••  ; 

«}ii<*h  lie  pnrposes  to  rectify  in  a  future  editjon. 

The  iT«»i;mi-her,  and  the  man  whofie  employment  i» 
that  of  tracing  the  courses  of  public  roads,  find  a  mutual 
advantafre  in  the  Jabors  of  each  oUier.  Like  metaphysi- 
cian's, tluv  cannot  sit  down  and  spin  out  their  syutoms 
troni  their  l»r;iin»i.  To  otttain  thr  object  of  their  pursuit 
with  piVwisinn  ami  accuracy,  in  preflRlin:;  true  intagcs 
and  correct  view*  of  form  and  space  on  tin*  surface  of 
tt  re;:ion,  they  mujit  unit*  the  laborn  of  the  txidy  to  those 
of  ihemind,by  traversiiijf  the  <ipM:ious  areas  a)»d  vaiu>n*« 
(  o(ir*««s  they  Attempt  to  dct*cribe.  In  this  respect,  the 
author  presumes  hin  manner  of  life  pves  him  a  superioritj 
over  mo^t  others  in  this  country,  who  ha%e  published 
Ufore  him.  And  if  his  health  is  preserve<l,  he  intends 
to  (MTsevere  in  acquiring  a  PF**^^^''  accuracy  in  courses 
and  difitances  of  routes,  for  public  roads,  by  continuing 
hiA  travels  variously  over  the  I'nited  states. 

Tl»e  several  routes  of  roads  are  numbered,  and  printed, 
in  order,  accorili  '  '  r  numl>erH;  beg;innin^  first  with 
the  lotufcest  roiii  ii  extend   westwartlly  or  east- 

fr»rdlv,bi«fween  the  Atlantic  coast. or  the  prat  western 
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lakes,  and  the  river  Mississippi ;  tlien  follow,  those  routes, 
extending  northwardly  and  southwardly,  between  the 
great  lakes  and  the  ocean  :  secondly,  will  follow,  shorter 
routes,  such  as  pass  out  of  ont;  state  or  territory  into 
another;  and  thirdly,  the  remaining  routes,  not  before 
described,  which  arc  conftncd  within  the  limits  of  a  state 
or  territory. 

The  last  groupe  of  roads  will  have  their  commence- 
ment in  the  most  eastern  section  of  the  United  States, 
the  description  being  continued  westwardly,  in  geograph- 
ical order. 

A  list  of  all  the  routes  will  be  inserted  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  volume,  in  order,  as  tliey  are  printed,  with  a 
reference  to  the  page  where  described.  When  one  route 
runs  into  another,  previously  described,  to  avoid  repeti- 
tion, the  sum  total  only  of  the  intermediate  spaces  in  the 
distance,  before  set  out,  will  be  specified  ;  the  number  «f 
the  route  interfered  with,  being  referred  to. 

The  state  or  territory  w  here  a  route  commences,  or 
where  it  enters  from  another,  will  be  named,  but  not  re- 
peated on  the  same  route.

A  route  from  Albany,  N.  Y.  to  Vincennes,  Ind.  by  Buf- 
falo, N.  1.  Erie,  Pa.  S'-ilem  and  Troy,  O.  and  Connersville, 
Ind.  is  only  874  milos  ;  while  from  Albany  to  Vincennes, 
by  Olean,  thence-  by  water  down  the  rivers  Allegany  and 
Ohio,  and  up  the  VV abash,  the  distance  is  1534  miles. — 
The  former  route  ^eing  all  overland,  which  may  be  pass- 
ed w\t\\  loaded  wag'i.ons,  when  the  roads  are  dry,  can  be 
travelled  by  emigrants,  transporting  families,  with  jireat- 
er  convenience,  and  with  much  less  expense,  and  in  a 
shorter  time,  than  the  latter.  In  the  dry  parts  of  the 
seasons,  when  the  roads  are  best,  great  difficulties  and 
delay-attend  a  descent  on  the  Allegany,  as  welfas  often 
on  the  Ohio  and  Wabash.
